The structure has more floor 
space than any other vacant

PREPARE FOR EVENT 

For the past several days activ- 
ity has been at a peak at the open 
hearth building as final prepara- 
tions have been made for the gala 
occasion which will mark the 
completion of the second phase at 
Kaiser Co. in the production of 
iron and steel. 


On December 30 the first phase 
was completed when the 1200-ton 
blast furnace was “blown in” and 
produced its first pig iron on Jan- 
uary 1. Now, just four months 
later, the next great step will 
be made with the production of 
steel, the most necessary metal of 
modern civilization. The third 
and last step will be the comple- 
tion of the rolling mill to make 
completed steel products. 

FOR SHIP PLATES 

Steel ingots produced will be 
rolled into huge ship plates, struc- 
tural steel and high alloy steel 
during the war period. Most of 
the steel produced will go into 
building cargo ships, followed in 
| peace time by steel to help build 
the post war world.

The open hearth unit, which 
was started on June 22, 1942, 
measures 500x700 feet and was 
built at a cost of approximately 
ten million dollars. In this build- 
ing are housed the five 185-ton 
stationary furnaces and one 185- 
ton tilter furnace, and other equip- 
ment necessary for making steel.
